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Of the 33 deaths 29 were among persons not previously vaccinated. 
Of the deaths among the vaccinated 1 was of a woman of 40 years 
of age who had an dl-defined vaccination scar resulting from vac- 
cination in childhood, and 1 was that of a woman of 85 years of 
age who had an ill-defined scar as a result also of vaccination in 
childhood. This case was extremely mild as to smallpox, but pneu- 
monia developed, causing death.
